DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to an election restriction filed on 9/9/2008. 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Applicant's election of claims 41-48 in the reply filed on 9/9/2008 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
40 and 60-69 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
1-40 and 60-69 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 41-48 are allowed.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 41 is 
allowed primarily because the references of record, singly or in combination, cannot 
anticipate or render obvious the following limitations, in combination as recited in the 
claim " separating a part of the zinc chloride gas which is cooled and liquefied; 
electrolyzing the liquid zinc chloride to produce chlorine gas and molten zinc; vaporizing 
the produced molten zinc by heating which is sent to the reaction furnace; purifying the 
coarse silicon tetra chloride by means of distillation and vaporizing the purified silicon 
tetra chloride which is sent to the reaction furnace". Claims 43-48 are dependent on 
claim 41 .
